One-Man Car 


Report k Still 


Held As Secret 


The city council's monthly meeting 


will be held on Tuesday night at 
which time the finance committee 
will make known the tenor of its re- 
port on the proposal to amend tl-e 
franchise of the Danville Traction and 
Power -Company in order to permit 
the operation of one-man cars. The 
terms of the report are being zealous- 
ly guarded and nothing has been given 
o«t. C. G. Holland, president of the 
company who sought the decision 
reached was told that the committee 
would reserve its- report until Mon- 
day night. One of the members of the 
committee said this morning that the 
committee had given deep study to 
the proposition during the past three 
months and that it had tried to make 
a recommendation fair to the company 
and to the people of Danville. 
In al probability a number of peo- 
ple protesting the use of the one-man 
car will be heard from on Tuesday 
night under a suspension of the rulea 
before the council takes up I's regu- 
lar work. 
Two ordinances are to be rec^Ti- 
mended to the council, it is auchcri- 
tatively learnedv One oi, these would 
disbar members of the police depart- 
ment from keeping the ten dollar lee 
which is allowed on conviction under 
the terms of the Mapp act. The col- 
lection of the fee cannot be disbarred 
but the ordinance which is to be in- 
troduced will require the payment of 
that fee into the city treasury in- 
stead of being kept by the officer. The 
ordinance does not affect in any way 
the collection of rewards offered for 
the capture of fugitives from justice 
and these sums the policemen will be 
allowed to keep as in the past. 
Another ordinance to be offered is 
one which would entitle the mayor 
to collect fees in instances where he 
fines offenders for the city. At present 
there are numerous classes of offenses 
which in cas of conviction yields the 
magistrate of the police court a fine 
rfom the state. 
In such instances, 
however, the fine -imposed goes into 
the state -treasury and not to the city 
It is anticipated that this will increase 
the income to the city treasury from 
the polic« court.

Safety Pin Is 


Taken From 
Infan't Stomach 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 6.—An opera- 


tion performed, by which an open 
safety phi was taken from the stom- 
ach of Mac Asbill, Jr.., six months' 
old son of a well-known Atlanta at- 
:orney, was to day characterized by 
doctors as one of the most remark- 
able feats in the history of surgery. 


By means of a wire loop at the 
end of a rod a foot and a half long 
the point of the pin, which rested 
just at the entrance to the baby's 
stomach, was pushed under the safe- 
ty catch, and then the pin was drawn 
out without injury to the child. In 
adition to the wire loop, the doctor 
used a tiny pair of pinchers on the 
end of two long pieces of wire and 
lowered down the baby's throat- a 
tiny electric light to enable him to 
see.The- entire operation was perform- 
ed without anaesthetic and lasted 
about fifteen mfnutes. The child had 
swallowed the pin while in bed. His 
mother, hearing him scream, noticed 
when she went to him that the safety 
pin used to hold down the blankets 
in which he was wrapped was miss- 
ing. However, as 
the 
baby soon 
stopped crying she decided that he 
was all right.
